The following is a log of Horatio Hornblower programs with Michael Redgrave 
in the starring role. These programs followed with one exception noted be- 
low the novels of C. S. Forester. In many programs the dialogue and descrip- 
tion are taken word for word from the books. The choronology of the books 

in order of Hornblower's life is as follows:

Horatio Hornblower was broadcast in America during 1953-4 on ABC. It was a 
sustaining broadcast. It has been re-broadcast many times since then es- 
pecially by college owned FM radio stations.
